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AN ACT Establishing a Militia System. _ 


Sec. 1. BE IT ENACTE the council and 
general assembly of this state, an s hereby enacted 
by the authority of the same, That every free able bodied 
white male habitant of this state, who is or shall be of 
the age of eighteen years and under the age of forty-five, 
(extept ministers of the gospel, the yice-president of the 
United States, the officers judicial and executive of the 
government of the United States, the members of both 
houses of congress and their respective afficets, all cus- 
tom house officers with their clerks, all post officers and 
stage-drivers who are employed in the care and convey- 
ance of the mail of the post-office of the United Syates, all 
ferry-men employed at any ferry on the post road, all in- 
spectors of exports, all pilots, all mariners actually em- 
ployed in the sea-service of any, citizen or merchant 
within the United States) who shall express no desire to 
the contrary, eal severally and respectitgly be-enrolled, 


_ and bedeetied and adjudged to have notice of being so 


enrolled in the militia, by the captain or commanding of- 
ficer of the company within whose bounds such citizen 
shall reside. And in all cases of doubt respecting the age 
of any person, the party questioned shall prove his age to 
the satisfaction of the officers of the company or to the 
satisfaction of the assessor of thetownship within whose 
bounds,.He may reside; Provided nevertheless, That 
every person whois actually enrolled in or shall hereafter 
join any wniform corps that is now or may be established 
underthis act, fully equip ‘himself, and continue faithfully 
to do the duties required of him on days appointed by 


_ law for training,andon such other days as the command, 


ing officer’ of said company or troop shall require for the 
term of ten years, on making the same appear to the 
satisfaction of the brigade board, hereinafter instituted, 
shall be entitled to receive from the said brigade board 
a certifitaté exemptipg him ever after from common 
militia duty ; and the commanding officer of the com- 
pany or trop in which such person may have so served, 
shall not erase such person’s name from his muster rok, 
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but write opposite to his name on the muster-roll of 
said company, exempted.from common duty. And any 
person who may have held any commissioned office 
under this act for the term of ten years, shall on removal 
or resignation be émtitled to the saine privilege of ex- 
emption without fine if he make the same appear by a 
certificate from a brigade board, but no exemption cre- 
ated by this proviso shall in any case clear or exonerate 
any person exempted from common militia duty, from 
bearing his proportion of actual service in time of war, 
insurrection, invasion, or other emergency. 

2. And beit enacted, Thatthe militia in the several 
counties of this state, except Cape-May, shall form each 
a brigade, tobe called after their respective counties. 
The militia in the county of Cape- May shall be annexed 
and belong to the Cumberland brigade : the Burliagtun, 
Gloucester, Salem and Cumberland brigades shall com- 
pose the first division: the Bergen, Essex and Morris 
brigades? shall compose the second division: the Som- 
erset, Midd and Monmouth brigades, shall com- 
pose the third Givision: the Hunterdon and Sussex bri- 
gades, shall comp8se the fourth division: and the seve- 
ral regiments, independent battalions, battalions, squad- 
rons, and compantes, shall continue as at present ar- 
ranged, subject nevertheless to such alterations and ar- 
rangements as are hereinafter provided for. 

3. And be it enacted, That the present afficers. of the 
militia of this state, shall continue and exercise the seve- 
ra) ranks and commissions which they now respectively 
hold. Vacancies by death, removal, resignation, or 
otherwise, shall be filled up, so that the militia shall be 
officered as follows: There shall be a general staff, of 
which the commander in chief shall appoint his four 
@ids-de-camp with the rank of hieutenant-colonel, one 
quarfer-master-general, one adjutant- general, -severally 
with the rank of brigadier-general ; to each division 
there shall be one major-general, and two aids-de-camp, 
with the rank of a major ; to each brigade one brigadier- 
general, with one brigade-inspector, to serve also a8 
brigade-majer, one brigade or senior surgeon, one bri- 
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gade-judge-advocate, one brigade-paymaster, and one 
brigade-quartermaster, to cach regiment, one heutenant- 
colonel commandant ; and to each battalion or squad. 
ron, one major ; to each company of infintry, light-in- 
fantry, and grenadiers, one captain, one fieutenant, and 
one ensign, one clerk; four serjeants, four corporals, one 
drummer, one fifer, and not more than sixty-four nor 
Jess than forty privates, or as near as may be, having 
regard to their local situation ; to each troop of horse 
there shall be ore captain, two lieutenants and ene cor- 
net, one clerk, four serjeants, fdur corporals, one sad- 
dler, one farrier, and one trumpeter, and not more than 
sixty-four nor less than thirty-two troopers; to each 
company of artillery, there shall be one captain, and two 
lieutenants, one clerk, four serjeants, four corporals, one 
drummer, one fifer, not more than sixnor less than 
three gunners, not more than six nor less than three 
bambardiers, and not more than thirty-two nor less than 
fifteen mattrosses ; there shall be aregimental staff, to 
consist of one adjutant, and one quarter-master, to rank 
as lieutenants, one paymaster to each battalion, one sur- 
gcon and one surgeon’s mate, one chaplain, one serjeant 
Major, one drum major and one fife major. All officers 
shall take rank according to the date of their commis- 
sions ; and when two of thesame grade bear equal date, 
then their rank shall be determined by lot, to be. drawn 
by them before the commanding officer of the division, 
brigade, regiment, battalion, company or detachment. 
The regimental staff, except the paymasters, shall be 
appointed by the fieid officers, and theadjutants, and quar- 
ter-masters shall be appointed from among the subal- 


terns of the regiment— The brigade and regimental. 


staff officers shall be commissioned by the commander 
in chief, on certificates of their appointment under the 
hands and seals of the officers making the same: the 
non commissioned regimental staff shall receive war- 
rants from the commanding officers of the. regiment 
and independent battalions ; and further, thereshall be 
one adjutant, one quarter-miaster, and one surgeon, or 
Nurgeon’s mate, to each squadron of cavalry, and each 
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independent battalion—-the non commissioned officers 
and music to be appointed by the captain and subalterns. 
That majors of independent battalions shall be en- 
titled to promotion agreeably to sepiotity. And in 
case any major ofan independent battalion shall be pro- 
sgnoted ta the rank of feutenaxt colonel, he shall still con- 
tinue to do the duties of major as before his promotion, 
until attached to some regiment or called into actual 
service, when he shall be entitled to command ateor- 
ding tq his rank of Hieytenant colénel and date of his 
commission as such. ; 

4. And be it enacted, That each and every officer who 
has been or may heréafter be appointed and commis- 
sioned in the manner aforesaid and who shall not already 
have taken the same, shall previous to their entering on 
the execution of their respective offices, give assurance 
of fideltty and attachment to the government of this 
state, by taking and subscribing the following oath before 
some general or field officer of the brigade, 

I dosincerely. profess and swear (of affirm,as the 
case may be) that I will, and do béar true faith and al- 
legianceto the governmentestablished in thig state un- 
der the authority of the people, and will with integri- 
ty execute the office of of the militia of New- 
gerety according tothe best of my abilities, so help me

‘And’a certificate thereof shall be made upon the back of

every commission by the genetal or field officer before 
whong the gaid oath or affirmation shall have been taken 
and subscribed. 

5. And be it enacted, That the commanding officer 
of every regiment, indeperident battalion and squadroi 
shall calla meeting of the commissioned officers of their 
téspective repiments; tidependenit battalions and squad- 
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return shall be. made of such defaditer or defaulters by 
‘the commanding officer present at suclr meeting. 
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6. And be it enacted, That the militia of this state 
shall rendezvous thret times in every year for the pur- 
pose of trazning} disciplining and improving in martial 
exercise, once by companies or trapps within their re- 
spective bounds on the third Monday in April, once 
by battalions within their respective bounds, avith the 
company or cumpanies ef artillery raised withip the 
bounds of the battalion annexed : the first. battalion of 
the first regiment on the first Monday of May, the se- 
cond battalion of said regiment,on the Tuesday follow- 
ing. the first battalion of the second regiment on thé 
Wednesday. following, the sécand battalion of said regi- 
Ment on the Thursday folloying, the first battalion of 
the third regiment on the secdpd Monday of May, the 
Second battalion of said regintent on the Tuesday fol- 
ering, the first battalion of the fourth regiment on the 
Wednesday following, and the second battalion of said. 
Yegiment on the Thursday following, the first battalion 
of the fifth regiment on the third Monday of May, the 
second battalion of said regimént on the Tuesday fol- 
Jowing, and the independent battalions shall parade on 
the days immediately succeeding the trainings of such 
battalions as may be formed into regiments according to 
their ranks in the brigade, always excepting the first and 
last days of the week—the troops ¢f horse of Bergen, 
Essex, Morris, Somierset, Middlesex and Monmouth 
brigades shall meet by squadron on the fourth Monday 
4n May’ within sheir respeétive brigadés; and itshall be 

Jawfut for the troop or troops of horse belonging to the 
~ other brigades to meet in like manner, but if the remote 
situation of the several troops composing a squadron 
shall render such meetings inconveniont, then they shall 
meet by troop at the time and place directed for the 
theéting of the battalion within the bounds of which the 
majority of the troop may reside, subject to,the com- 
afand of the major or commandant of the battalion, and 
once by régiments and independent battahons with the 
troop or troopdof horse and the company pr. companies 
of artillery, the major part of which shall be raise¢ 
within the bouads ofeach ‘regiment or ingt pendent bait 
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talion attached to the same, the first regiment on the 
first Monday of June, the second regiment on the Tues- 
day following, the third regiment on the Wedneéday 
following, the fourth regiment on the Thursday follow- 
ing, and the fifth reginrent on the second Monday of 
June ; it shall be the duty of the captains or commanding 
officers of saitl companies or truops, the majors or com- 
mandants of battalions, the colonels or commandants of 
regiments, independent battalions and squadrons, to ads 
vertis¢ the hour and place of meeting of their respective 
corps, on the days appointed by law, at least two weeks 
in two of the most public places in the company or troop, 
‘and six of the most public places in the regiment, inde- 

endent battalion or squadron so called to exercise ; 
that it shall be the duty of every general of brigade 
when more than one independent battalion exists under 
his command, to direct that they draw for rank by their 
commanding officer, in the presence of the general, and 
the battalion drawing the lowest number shall be high- 
est in rank, and called the first independent battalion of 
the brigade, and the other or others shall be num- 
bered and named accordingly ; and in every brigade in 
which there is an independent battalion or battalions, 
the regiments shall proceed in their tra:nings cach on 
the days designated by law, and the independent battal- 
ion or battalions shall follow accordiag to their numeri- 
cal order or rank on the days immediately succeeding, 
always excepting the first and last days of the week ; 
the brigade boards of each brigade shall have full power 
and authority at their discrétiqn, once in three years to 
order a brigade training on one of the regimental days 
within the bounds of the brigade, which brigade train- 
ing shall be instead ofthe regimental training for that 
year, and the same fines and penalties shall be imposed 
for deficiencjes as are directed in cases of regimental 
muster, and the said board may Jeave out of such bri- 
gade orders any regiment or independent battalion, 
the local situation of which may in their opinion require 


‘At, which regimentor independent battalion shall observe 


the day or days above appointed for such detachment, 
apd: furthér, that if the order aforesaid, in which the 
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regiinents and battalions are directed to exercise, shall 
be found inconvenient, it shall be lawful for the briga- 
dier general to change ‘the orde¥ in which the said regi- 
ments and battalions aforesaid shall be exereised, at his 


discretion, not altermg the days of training and exercise, — 


but confining such discretion to naming the particular 
regiment or battalion that shall train or exercise on a 
particular day as before mentioned, so that the inspet- 
tion and review may be rendered mote’ convenient to 
the brigadier- general and brigade inspector; the dri- 
yade inspector by ordet of the brigadjer-general, to give 
notice by advertisements set up in three of the most 
public: places qwithin the bounds of each regiment and 
independent battalion belonging to said brigade, at least 
thirty days previous to the day of meeting; that it shall 
be the duty of the captain or commanding officer of 
every company, of the major or commanding officer of 
every battalion, of the lieutenant colonel or command- 


ing officer of every regiment, of the general or com- 


manding officer of every brigade, of the major- general 
or commanding officer of every division, to make ‘at- 
curate returns of the troaps. under their respestive com- 
mands to their next superior officer at least once in 
every year, which shall be done zn three months after 
the annual training: Provaded however, That the regi- 
mental muster in the Cumberland brigade shall com- 
mence on the sccond Monday in June in every year, 
and the regiménts and independent battalions of sai 


brigade shall succeed each other in the same order, and, 


continue to observe evéry other matter and thing 
enjoined by this act. 5 aA 
7. And be it enacted, That the fines fox ngn-attend- 


ance on days of exercise shall be as follows: on a feild 


officer the sum of five dollars, on every other cammis- 
stoned officer the sum of three dollars per dav. on every 
non-commissioned officer and private the sum of one 
dollar per day, and the same fines and penalties shall be 
respectively paid by every officer, non-commissioned 
officer and private, who shall be qbsent at either roll 
gall, or leave the parade of his régimenty battalion, 
Squddron, troop or company, without permission ob- 
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tained from the ,commanding officer, before the said 
regiment, battalion, squadron, troop or company shal] 
be discharged.; and if any militia man shall a#pear on 
parade without his musket or jfirelock, or if a trooper 
without his sword and pistols, he shall forfeit and pay 


fifty cents, and if any footman for want of a bayonet 


and belt six cents ; provided, Chat no militia-man shall 
be liable to such fines who in the opinion of the compa- 
ny court created by this act, may be deemed unable, 
from whatever catise, to procure arms and equipmetits, 
or either of them, but when any militia man shall be 
called into actual. service he shall appear fully equipped 
with every article required by act of congress, or be 
subject toa fine, if an officer of ten dollars, or if a pri- 
vate two dollars. - 

8. And be it enacted, That in order to ascertain-those 
persons who by their absertce on days of exercise shall 
be liable to the jines and forfertures of this act, a clerk 
appointed by the captain or commanding officer of every 
troop or company, shall on every day of trajning, in 
presence of said captajn or commanding officer of said 
troop or company, one hour after the time appointed 
for the meeting of the troap, company, battalion, squad- 
ron, regiment or brigatle, and also after the exercise is 
over and before the men are dismissed, cal qver the 
muster roll of the said troap or company, noting those 
who are absent at each roll call, and alsp all those who 
are deficient in arms or equipmenfa, and the particular 
article or articles for want of which they are liable to be 
fined, and shall ten or more days prior to the day ap- 
pointed for the meeting of the company court notify 
either personally or by awritten or printed notice given 
to the delinquent or left at the usual plate of his dwell- 
ing, the amount of the fine or fines by him incurred, 


' theday when and the place where the company court 


will meet, and shall deliver a true and particolar re- 
turn of all such delinquents and deficiencies on oath or 
affirmation, to the president of said company court, 
which oath or affirmation shall be in the following form. 
I clerk. of the company (or troop as the 

case may be) of the battalion (or squadren as 
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the case. may be) within the Fegiment of the 
brigade,do inthe presence of Almighty God, 
swear (or affirm as the case may be) that this return 
contains the names of all delinquents of said company 
or trodp, all which excepting thogt marked as absent 
from my company district) have been notified as the 
law requires, and that &he fines inturred and alt 
deficiencies are truly marked opposite the names of 
each delinquent, according to the best of my know- 
ledge and belief, &c. 
And the clerk shall also return’ the name of every 
elinquent commissioned officer of said company fathe 
witahon paymaster, noting the species of delinquen- 
cy, whether of uniform, arms, or non-attendance on days 
of exercise, or on the day appointed for holding. ‘said 
company court, and if there. are no delinquencies he 
shall. make a blank retin certifying the same, and for 
neglect of any duty required of him by this section, the 
clerk shall forfeit and pay any sum not exceeding ten 
dollars, to be prosecuted for and recovered-by the bat- 
talion paymaster within whose bounds he résides, with 
costs of suit before any Aes ie peace. 

9. And be it enacted; That the commissioned officers 
of each and every company. or troop shall constitute a 
company court, the officer first in-rank shal] presidents 
they shall when convened for business administer to 
‘each other the following oath or'affirmation 

_ do swear (or affirm as the case maybe) that I 
will perform the duties of a member of this compiiny 
court ‘agrecably to the true intent and meaning of the 
militia law of this state, according ta the best of my 
skill and bndlerstanding, ‘without favor, affection or 
partiality.” “Sp help mg Gop. 

_ And gaid company court. shall meet on the first Mon- 
day of August inevery year at such place within the 
hounds of said company, as the captain or commanding 
officer thereof shall. publicly. direct, and proceed to 
hear the testimony and allegations of all such parties, 
‘appearing by themselves or representatives, as have been 
returned delinguent at the preceding: tréinings, and 
impase such finekand forfeitures as in justice and equity 
thisact requires, and 7 case but one of the Officers coms 
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posing the said eompany court shall attend, it shall be 
lawful for the said officer to call to his ‘assistanc¢ two 
respectable entolled persons from the list of said com- 
pany, (who having taken the oath or affirmation prescribe 
ed by this section) shall constitute the company court and 
jn all things shall be governed by the-same regulations 
as are directed for the other company courts; the 
president ofthe gaidcourt s within twenty days there- 
after make three accurate returns, aud sately transmitthe 
same, one to the battalion paymaster, one to the brivade 
paymaster, and one to the judge advocate or brigade board, 
of the names of all delinquerits, and the sum imposed on 
each by the-said company court, and in case there were no 
fines imposed, he shall notwithstanding make and safe, 
ly transmit blank returns, on, which he shall certify 
fort there were no delinguents ; and in case any mem- 
ber of any company court shall neglect to attend at the 
time and place‘ publicly notified, or when met shall re- 
fuse to proceed in the duties thereby required of him, 
he shall forfeit and pay a sum not exceeding ten dollars, 
and if the president of any company court shall neglect 
to make out and safely transmit accurate returns as 
aforesaid, he shall forfeit asum notless than fifteen, 
nor exceeding thirty dollars, to be recovered in an 
action oi debt by the. brigade paymaster, to be assessed 
by the brigade board, and collected as by this act 
is directed for the recovery of fines imposed on delin- 
quent officers. 

10. And be it enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
battalion-paymaster on receiving the list of delinquents 
returned to him by the president of the company court, 
and on receiyig from the said president the fities he 
may have eollested, to write opposite the names of 
those persons'who shall have discharged their fines, 
paid ; and if any @elinguent shall neglect or refuse to 
pay the fine or fines returned against him to said pay- 
mast¢r before the third Tuesday of October then next 
enstiing, the said_‘paymaster shall immediately there-« 
after deliver the said. return list of delnguents to a jms- 
tice of the peace, who is required forthwith, to issue ex« 
eculton against the person or persons named in said re- 
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ilitn list (opposite whose names shalt not bé writtei 48 
aforesaid, paid) for the sums annexed to their respec- 
tive names, with costs, as in cases of taxation; directed 
to one of the constables residitig within the bounds of the 
battalion; andif there be no consfable within such bounds, 
then to any constabie of the cotmty, who is required to 
levy the same of the goads and'chattels of the'respective 
delinquents, and to pay the several sums contéined in then 
said execution within thirty days to the said dattalion 
paymaster to whom the said delinquents belong, and for 
want of goods and chattels to tuke the bodies ofthe de- 
Hinguents, aod commit them to the jail of the county, 


_there to be kept until the fines and costs shall be paid. 


And the certificate of the constable; setting forth that he 
has in his possession an execution containing a demand 
against said delinquent for militia fines unpaid, and the 
exhibition of such execution to the-jailor shall be suf- 
ficient authority for said jailor to retain said prisoner 
until disekxarged by due course of law: Provided never- 
theless, That the brzgade board or auy three of them, the 
commanding officer of the battalion or squadron to 
which he belongs being one, upon being satisfied by the 
gath or affirmation of the delingiemt committed to gail 
or otherwise, that the delinquent so committed is unaé 
ble to pay, may grant a stipersedeas to release and dis4 
charge such poor person frém confinement, The form 
of the 5 at vi as near as may be} be as follows :

11. And.be it enacted, That if any’ money shall re- 
main in the hands of any constable after making sale of 
the property of a delinquent and paying the fines and 
costs of uch delinquent, such money shall be pazd by 
the constable tothe. said delinquent » but if he shall re- 
fuse to receive the same, then the said constable shall 
pay the said money to the paymaster of the battalion to 
which such delinquent belongs, to be by him accounted. 
for in his settlement with the brigade board. And it 
shall be the duty of such constable after having paid any 
ch money, into the hands of the battalion paymaster, 
jnimediately to cergify the same to the judge-advacate 
or brigade board, and the 4nes and forfeitures imposed 
by this act on minors living with their parents and others 
having the proper care or chatge of them, and those 
of apprentiies shall be paid by their respective parents, 
guardians,.masters or mistresses, or levied of their re- 
spective goeds and chattels. 
12. And beit enacted, That it shall be the ditu of 
every battalion paymaster to make returns to the bri- 
gade board of all such delinguent commussioned officers 
as may be returned to him by the company clerés, and 
the sdid battalion paymasters shail keep jouthals of all 
their proceedings in the execution of the duties enjoin- 
edon them as battalion paymasters. They shall record 
én a book to be kept for that purpose the amount of fines 
hy them réceived, of whom, and in what manner re- 
ceived, whether by voluntary payment or of the consta- 
blés; of the’ fines not callecied or recovered, and the rea- 
son thereof, of monies paid, to whom and on whose or- 
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der and'for what purpose, and shall lay the same, with 
their vouchers and receipts, before the brigade board 
for inspettion and settlement. 

13. And be it enacted, That the ‘brigade board shal} 
appeint one reputable freeholder within their respective 
brigade, to act as brigade paymaster to the same, and 91 
one reputable freeholder within the bounds of each bat- 
talion to act as battalion pope! to the same, for the: 92 
collection and payment of fines, which said brigadeand 
battalion paymasters before‘entering upon the duties of 
their office, shall severally give dond with sufficient suré= 93 

_ ties, to be appngyed of by the commandant of the bri- 
gade, the brigade"paymaster in the sum of two thousand 
dollars, the battalion paymaster in the sum of five hunt 
dred dollars; payable to the state of New-Jersey, with 
condition for, the faithful performance of the duties of 
their respective offices, and shall repair to the clerk of 
the county in which they reside, and subscribe and take _ 
the following oath or affirmation : 94

14. And be it enacted; That the drigude. paymaster’ 97 
shall recéive and file all vouchers and returns, aod keep. 
proper and distinct accounts of the monies arising from 
the fines and forfeitures in the séveral regiments and 
battalions in the brigade which shall be paid and returned. 
to him, and also shall receive and file all returns, orders, 
vouchers, and receipts for all monies he may receive and 98 
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pay-out, conformably to the directions of. this law, and- 
submit his books of accounts, returns, orders, vouchers 
99 and receipts to the inspection and expmination of the 
brigade board, to whom he shall account from time to 
time for all monies by him received, and produce orders 
for any. disbursements he may have made ; he shall

WHEREAS in and by an act of the législature 
of the state of New-York, passed April the ele- 
venth in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and eight, it is provided that no person 
or persons, without the license of the persons 
entitled to an exclusive right to navigate the 
waters of that state (under a law of the same) 
with boats moved by steam or fire, or those 
holding a major part of the interest in such pri- 
vilege, shall set in motion or navigate upon the 
waters of the said state or within the jurisdic- 
tion thereof, any boat or vessel moved by steam 
or fire; and that the said person or persons so” 
navigating with boats or vessels moved by steam 
or fire, in contravention of the said exclusive 
right, shall forfeit such boat or boats and vessels, 
together with the engine, tackle and apparel 
thereof, to the persons claiming such exclusive 
right: And whereas the state of New-York do 
unjustly claim a jurisdiction exclusively of the 
state of New- Jersey, over all the waters lying 
and being between the shores of the two states : 
Aand whereas the citizens of New-Jersey have a 
full and equal right to navigate and have and 
use vessels or boats upon all the waters lying 
between the states of New-Jersey and New- 

_ York, in all cases whatever, not prohibited by 
the constitution or any law of the United States ;

Sec. 1s BE IT ENACTED by the counct 
and general assembly of this state, and it is herebyl 
enacted by the authority of the same, That from 
and after the first day of May next no person or 
persona whatsoever, shall be permitted within this 
state to erect or establish, or cause to be erected or 
established, any manufactory which shall be actually 
employed in manufacturing gun-powder, either by 
chimeelf or any other person, either on his own land 
or the land of another, within the distance ofa 
quarter of a ‘mite from anv town or village or house 
of public worship ; or within the distance of a 
quarter of a mile from any dwelling house, barn or 
out house, without the consent under hand and 
séal ofall and every the owner or owners of such 
dwelling hoyse, barn or cut house, as aforesaid ; 
and any. person so offenditig shall be guilty af a 
misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
fmed any sum not excedding two thousand dollars : 
Provided, that nothing in this section shall beso 
construed:as to prevent the completing, rebuilding 
or repairing any powder mill now erected or erect- 
ing in this state on the site on which the same shall 
be now erected or erecting.

Sec. 1, BE IT ENACTED by the Councit 
and General Assembly of this state, and it is here- 
by énacted by the authority of the same, That it 
shall and may be lawlul for the owners and pos- 
sessors of all that tract of Woodland in the county 
of Essex; situate, lying and being in the township 
of Westfield, known by the name of the Big-woods, 
to enclose the same on the sovthwestérly side 
thereof with a good and lawful fence or fences, 
close, strong and sufficient to prevent horses, neat 
cattle and sheep from go:ng through or under the 
same, and that from and after enclosing the same 
as aforesaid, ca person or persons whatsvever, 
shall be at liberty to drive or let in any horses, 
cattle or sheep, with an intent to run at large in the 
said tract.

Copper-Mine Company. 


WHEREAS John A.. Schuyler and Arent Schuy« 
ler, citizens of the state of New-Jerscy, by their 
petition to the legislature of this state, have set 
forth that they are the owners of eight ninth 
parts of the copper mine, situate in the county 
of Bergen, in this state, which mine was held 
under lease from the petitioners by Nicholas J. 
Rooswelt, who with his associates were incor- 
porated by an act ofthe legislature of this state, 

passed the twenty-seventh day of November, 
in the year of our Lord one thousand eight 
hundred and one, under the name.of the Soho 
Company, for the purpose of working and car- 
rying on the said mine, but that nothing was 
ever done by the said company in working and 
carrying on the said mine, and that the said 
Nicholas J. Rooswelt hath since surrendered to
